Carer, 54, stole 
from woman 
with dementia 


A CARER from Newmarket stole an 
‘irreplaceable jewellery collection’ 
from an elderly woman with multiple 
sclerosis and withdrew cash from a 
woman with dementia, a court heard. 

Emma Crawley, 54, of Chesterfield 
Mews, pleaded guilty to theft, pos¬ 
session of ketamine, and fraud at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court and 
was committed to Cambridge Crown 
Court for sentence. 

Jonathan Seely, prosecuting, said 
the defendant worked as a self-em¬ 
ployed carer and had cared for an 
elderly woman with MS, who lived in 
Burrough Green, for two years. 

He added: “The victim’s son noticed 
cash going missing in September 2015 
and soon discovered her lifetime col¬ 
lection of jewellery had been taken as 
well, including her engagement and 
eternity rings from her late husband. 
The jewellery is estimated to have 
been worth thousands of pounds. 

“The woman’s son set up a covert 
camera hidden in an air freshener and 
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placed a fake piece of jewellery in the 
elderly woman’s room to try and catch 
the defendant stealing, but the cam¬ 
era showed the defendant only look¬ 
ing at the jewellery.” 

The defendant was arrested on De¬ 
cember 10, 2015, when police also 
discovered ketamine in her posses¬ 
sion. 

Crawley also cared for an 87-year- 
old woman in Newmarket who suf¬ 
fered from dementia, the court heard. 

On October 9, the woman’s daugh¬ 
ter noticed £1,700 had been with¬ 
drawn from her mother’s account 
- and CCTV of the Natwest cash 
machine on Newmarket High Street 
traced this back to the defendant. 

In police interview, Crawley admit¬ 
ted taking the cash but not the jewel¬ 
lery. She admitted taking the money 
from the elderly Newmarket woman, 


and claimed she was being black¬ 
mailed to buy drugs. 

Adam Wiseman, mitigating, said: 
“My client has taken a proactive and 
courageous effort to control her alco¬ 
hol addiction, with a degree of suc¬ 
cess. By her teenage years she was 
already an alcoholic and there were 
numerous suicide attempts.” 

He said in May 2015 she took in 
lodgers to her home but they turned 
out to be drug dealers who threatened 
her and stole her possessions. 

Crawley said she stole cash and jew¬ 
ellery to stop the threats made against 
her by these men, he added. 

Judge Jonathan Howarth handed 
Crawley a 12 month sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, a six month 
drug and alcohol requirement and a 
20 day rehab activity requirement. 

He said: “I can understand you are a 
fundamental and decent woman who 
was terrified by these drug dealers. 

“But none of that can excuse the 
gravity of what you did.”

Church leader 
stands by his 
Brexit sermon 


A ROW has erupted at a 
church in Isleham after a 
church leader “openly cam¬ 
paigned for the Brexit camp” 
at his Sunday sermon. 

Paul Hedger delivered 
the sermon at Isleham High 
Street Church last Sunday 
June 12, where he told the 
congregation he would be 
voting for Britain to leave 
the EU. 

Angry members of the 
congregation contacted the 
News, claiming Mr Hedger 
was pushing his own politi¬ 
cal views - but the leader has 
defended his speech, saying 
he had a responsibility to in¬ 
form them of God’s views. 

A member of the congre¬ 
gation, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “The con¬ 
gregation of Isleham High 
Street Church was shocked 
to hear the Lead Pastor 
openly campaign for the 
Brexit camp. We go to church 
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to pray and serve God and 
not to be told how to vote in 
matters that have nothing to 
do with God. 

“God’s house is not for 
campaigning. The decisions 
we make about political is¬ 
sues must be kept away from 
the church. A person’s vote 
must be their sole decision 
without any influence from 
the man of the cloth.” 

In the sermon, Mr Hedg¬ 
er said he wanted to take a 
“risky approach” of sharing 
where he stood. 

He said: “All of us would 
want God’s perspective and 
as followers, once you have 
God’s perspective we have a 
responsibility as Christians 
to see it through God’s eyes. 

“We have to ask ourselves, 
how would God see it?” 


He said while God liked 
nations, he “takes a differ¬ 
ent view of empires”, which 
he said the European Union 
was moving towards. 

One man walked out dur¬ 
ing the sermon, saying he 
thought Mr Hedger was 
“speaking absolute rubbish”. 

But Mr Hedger told the 
News : “I see it as the church’s 
responsibility on issues that 
affect our lives to inform 
people. My aim with what 
I said was to help them see 
there may be a higher agen¬ 
da above what the politi¬ 
cians say. I do not see it as a 
political agenda - it’s a wider 
issue that affects everyone. 

“I think as Christians and 
as a Christian leader, my re¬ 
sponsibility is to help people 
see things the way God does. 

He added: “I would stand 
by everything I said and a lot 
of people from our church 
are very supportive.”

Prison for man who 
kidnapped victim 


TWO men have been sentenced for 
their roles in an ordeal in which a 
man was kidnapped, threatened 
with being ‘burnt to death’ and as¬ 
saulted. 

Perry Twinley, 32, of Market Street 
in Soham and Kevin Smith, 37, of 
Desmonds Close in Hauxton, were 
at Cambridge Crown Court for trial. 

Both denied kidnapping and as¬ 
saulting a Cambridge man in the be¬ 
lief he could settle a dispute over the 
alleged infidelity of Twinley’s wife. 

After an eight-day trial, Twinley 
was found guilty of kidnap, assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm and 
common assault. 

Smith was found guilty of assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm, but 
cleared of intimidating a witness or 
perverting the course of justice. 

Last week a jury heard that in July 
or August last year there had been 
a party in the victim’s block of flats 
with both Smith and Twinley there. 

On August 12 Twinley smashed his 
way into the complainant’s flat. 

The victim was then “dragged by 
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his hair” and forced, at knife-point, 
to get into a van outside, where 
Smith was waiting. 

Twinley drove the three of them 
out to a travellers’ site in Soham 
where his sister lived to settle the 
dispute. 

At 4.15am the men stopped at a BP 
garage on Huntingdon Road and in¬ 
dicated that petrol would be used to 
set fire to the victim. 

Smith drove back and Twinley al¬ 
legedly continued threatening the 
victim. 

During sentencing the court heard 
Twinley had 20 convictions for 14 of¬ 
fences - while Smith had eight con¬ 
victions for 13 offences. 

Mustapha Hakme, mitigating for 
Twinley, said: “My client and his 
partner of 15 years suffered the loss 
of a child in 2006. 

“Twinley turned to drink and class 


A drugs to mask his grief.” 

Jim Earle, mitigating for Smith, 
said both men were out of their 
depth in their alcohol consumption 
on that night. 

He added: “My client was threat¬ 
ened at knife-point by his cousin to 
drive the van. 

“He hasn’t had the most favour¬ 
able start in life and has lost his job 
after newspaper reports of the trial.” 

Sentencing the pair, Judge Jona¬ 
than Cooper said the victim’s inju¬ 
ries were severe and the offences 
have had a long-term effect on him. 

He said: “This was a spur of the 
moment exercise in a fit of rage and 
jealously.” 

Twinley was handed four years 
and 10 months in prison, as well as 
a restraining order not to contact the 
victim or to go to Cambridge. 

Smith was handed a six-month 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
and 200 hours of unpaid work. 

He was also given a restraining or¬ 
der with conditions not to contact or 
visit the victim.

Kentford man had three kilograms of cannabis in his car 


A MAN from Kentford has avoided a prison 
sentence after he was found with three kilograms 
of cannabis. 

Hanif Shakeri, 28, of Bury Road in Kentford, 
failed to stop his Mercedes E320 for police in 
August last year. 

He was chased by officers in Cambridge where 


he was found to be in possession of the two 
kilogram bag. 

A search of his car found a further kilogram of 
the drug. 

On Monday, Shakeri pleaded guilty to 
possession with intent to supply class B drugs 
at Cambridge Crown Court and was given a 


12 month prison sentence, suspended for 12 
months. He was also ordered to pay a £100 
victim surcharge. 

PC Dan Smith said: "Illegal drug use will not 
be tolerated in Cambridgeshire. We continue to 
focus on drug offending to tackle the issues our 
communities care about."

More jobs 
than 12 
months ago 

UNEMPLOYMENT in Newmarket 
has dropped by 35.3 per cent 
when compared to this time last 
year.

REFERENDUM 

Town has a say 
on the EU vote 


NEWMARKET’S opinion 
on whether or not the UK 
should leave the EU seemed 
evenly split at a debate held 
in Exning on Monday even¬ 
ing. 

Newmarket’s EU Refer¬ 
endum Debate was held in 
Exning Community Hall, at¬ 
tracting residents from New¬ 
market and beyond to have 
their say ahead of tomor¬ 
row’s vote. 

Clips were shown from 
both the remain and leave 
campaigns, with guests then 
invited to have their say. 

Topics debated on the 
night ranged from small 
businesses to immigration, 
accountability and the envi¬ 
ronment amongst a number 
of others. 

Some said that if Britain 
was to remain in the EU, the 
country would be in a better 
position - but more account¬ 
ability was needed from the 
government and MEPs to 
ensure they were doing what 
the British people wanted for 
Europe. 

There were also concerns 
there would be a period of 
“complete and utter chaos” 
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if Britain was to leave. 

However, others said Brit¬ 
ain needed to leave the EU 
because democracy had 
been severely lacking within 
the body. They also said fears 
of business declining if Brit¬ 
ain left were “unfounded”. 

Brian Reilly, one of the or¬ 
ganisers, said: “It was a very 
balanced debate. We think it 
was a success. 

“We only got it together in 
the last week and had 38 peo¬ 
ple coming along in the end. 
I do think the debate swayed 
some opinions. There were 
two or three people there 
who were undecided and I 
think they were persuaded 
to vote remain.” 

The debate came after 
Brexit: The Movie was shown 
at the Memorial Hall in New¬ 
market on Sunday. 

The feature-length docu¬ 
mentary film is designed to 
“inspire as many people as 
possible to vote to leave the 
EU, spelling out the danger 
of staying part of the EU”, ac¬ 


cording to its website. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, has urged peo¬ 
ple to vote to remain in the 
EU on Thursday. 

The MR who was out cam¬ 
paigning in West Suffolk on 
Tuesday, said: “All Suffolk’s 
MPs and Suffolk council 
leader agree: [the] best thing 
for Britain and for Suffolk is 
to vote remain.” 

Voting opens for the EU 
referendum from 7am until 
10pm tomorrow. 

Polling stations in New¬ 
market are situated in Palace 
House Mews in Palace Street, 
Foley House on Wellington 
Street, St Agnes Church Hall 
on Bury Road, Exning Road 
WM Club, the Memorial Hall 
on the High Street, Newmar¬ 
ket Leisure Centre, Scaltback 
Middle School and Stud- 
lands Sports and Social Club.

Help AHT's 
research 
for horses 

AN animal charity near 
Newmarket is urging horse 
owners to get involved as 
they reach the end of their 
programme to research 
laminitis. 

The Animal Health Trust, 
in Kentford near Newmarket, 
has been running a web- 
based cohort study around 
Britain called CARE, looking at 
Laminitis. 

Almost 1,700 people have 
signed up to CARE already, 
but as many horses are 
needed as possible to give 
researchers the best chance of 
tackling the "debilitating and 
potentially life threatening" 
condition. 

CARE members are asked to 
regularly submit information 
about their horse's health and 
management online. 

The questionnaire covers 
environment, activity, nutrition 
and daily care. They can then 
check in regularly to update 
details to reflect whether 
the horse's environment and 
health has changed or stay the 
same. 

Participation is open to all 
types, ages, sizes and breeds 
or horses or ponies, whether 
or not they have had laminitis.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required.

BURWELL’S home match with Vauxhall

Not that he was the only Socon 
bowler on form as Matthew Taylor 
claimed two for four as the visitors were 
sent packing for 69. 

The hosts has earlier been bowled 
out for 134, Fuller taking four for 15.

JAMES Fanshawe may swerve the 
Darley July Cup with The Tin Man in 
favour of an easier target. 

Well fancied for the Diamond Jubilee 
Stakes at Royal Ascot last Saturday after 
a striking comeback win at Windsor, he 
ran keen and only beat one home. 

"We always aimed to get some cover 
but even though we weren't making it 
(the running), he was always doing a 
little too much early on," said Fanshawe. 

"Tom (Queally) felt the ground didn't 
suit him either, which is not an excuse. 

"I just felt it was a rush to get to 


Windsor and we could have done with 
his first race being a little earlier. 

"He was fine after the race, which is 
the main thing. He's in the July Cup but 
we'll see how he is this week. We were 
disappointed after the race so it might be 
nice to get him winning again if we can 
and then go again in the autumn." 

Aidan O'Brien is hoping the ground 
at Newmarket will be quick enough 
to allow Air Force Blue to run in the 
Darley July Cup. 

O'Brien had hoped champion 
juvenile Air Force Blue would make his 


mark in the mile division this year, but 
he failed to sparkle on his return in the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas. 

He tried a mile again in the Irish 
2,000 Guineas but he raced keenly on 
soft ground and was again well beaten. 

Air Force Blue was supplemented 
for the Commonwealth Cup at Royal 
Ascot, but he was ruled out on account 
of the good to soft ground. 

"He won't run again until the ground 
is good or faster, but we are happy with 
him," said O'Brien. "Hopefully, the next 
target for him will be the July Cup."

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Jarvis finishes third 
with a heavy heart 


OLIVER Jarvis admitted that it was 
with a heavy heart that he took to 
the podium after one of the most 
dramatic finishes in the history of 
the Le Mans 24 Hours. 

The Newmarket driver looked 
set to finish in fourth place in his 
Audi R18 when, with just three min¬ 
utes remaining, the leading Toyota 
TS050 lost power and was stranded 
out on the track. 

That handed race victory to the 
#2 Porsche 919 hybrid of Neel Jani, 
Marc Lieb and Romain Dumas, with 
the #6 Toyota shared between Mike 
Conway, Kamui Kobayashi and 
Stephane Sarrazin second. 

Driver Kazuki Nakajima did man¬ 
age to get his stricken Toyota going 
again, but he did not complete the 
final lap in time to be classified. So 
what had looked like being an his¬ 
toric first win at Le Mans for Toyota 
turned into a disaster, and Jarvis 
was almost embarrassed to have 
profited from it. 

“I’d much rather not be on the 
podium to see the Toyota guys up 
there instead,” he said. 

“It’s a horrible way to finish. It’s 
not what anyone wanted to see, 
they deserved to win. But at the end 
of the day, it’s a 24-hour race and

you have to make sure you make it 
to the finish. 

“It’s a strange feeling. We’re up there 
on the podium and it’s important for 
the (World Endurance) champion¬ 
ship - it’s a reward for all the hard 
work - but it’s not the way we wanted 
to achieve it. 

“You always know something can 
go wrong but you’d like to think that 
if it’s going to do it, it happens a 
couple of hours before the end, not 
three minutes. 

“I can’t even imagine how they 
feel. We were absolutely gutted in 
the Audi garage and it’s not even 
our car. 

“It’s going to take them a long 
time to get over that, if ever. 

“Le Mans is a race that you can do 
100 times and never win it, and they 
were so, so close.” 

Jarvis said he had even hoped the 
race organisers would ignore the 
rule that requires all classified cars 
to cross the finish line within eight 
minutes of the race being won. 

“You have to congratulate 
Porsche but it was a somewhat 
subdued podium ceremony. I think 
the fans felt it, and all the drivers 


felt it, that we were missing three 
guys who should have been on 
there,” he said. 

“To be honest we were hoping 
they would ignore the rule, and 
certainly Audi would have been 
happy for that to happen.” 

A place on the podium looked 
an unlikely prospect from early on 
in the race, as it quickly became 
apparent that the Audis did not 
have the pace to match the Toyotas 
or Porsches. 

Brad Pitt waved the cars off in wet 
weather at 3pm on Saturday but 
after an hour or so it stayed dry 
for the remainder of the race, and 
those conditions most certainly did 
not suit the Audi. 

Reliability was also an issue, 
with the #7 car of Andre Lotterer, 
Benoit Treluyer and Marcel Fassler 
out of the running for victory just 
over an hour into the race due to a 
turbo-charger change. 

Jarvis’ car had a number of niggling 
issues in the evening but rose to fourth 
place when the #1 Porsche driven by 
Mark Webber, Brendon Hartley and 
Timo Bernhard suffered problems 
with a water pump and overheating 
engine. 

But it appeared his chances of 


standing on the podium, where 
he has stood twice before after 
third-place finishes in 2012 and 
2013, were over when the car 
required a 40-minute pitstop for a 
new front right brake disc with four 
hours to go. 

The incredible scenes at 2.57pm 
left everyone stunned in disbelief 
but Jarvis and his Audi team-mates 
are under no illusions about how 
hard they will have to work if they 
are to reach the top step next year. 

“We’ve got a lot of work do. Quite 
frankly we weren’t quick enough,” 
said Jarvis. 

“We didn’t have the pace we 
thought we would have. 

“I honestly believe we have a car 
that’s quick enough but it works 
only when it’s perfect. When it’s 
working it’s great, but we struggled 
to get it into the right window. 

“Depending on track conditions, 
temperature we’re either in or out 
the window and the difference is 
maybe two seconds (a lap). 

“We need to get back to winning 
ways. That’s what Audi come to Le 
Mans for, and that was the aim this 
time. 

“Unfortunately we fell short, and 
it’s up to us to make up for it.”

Fen Tigers take 
responsibility 
for Cradley 
cancellation, 
says Easter 

MILDENHALL adviser James 
Easter has admitted they "can't 
prove" they asked Cradley to go 
ahead with Sunday's meeting after 
initially telling them it was off. 

Fen Tigers promoter Kevin Jolly 
replied to a text message from the 
Heathens promotion about a guest 
rider replacement with a message 
"the meeting is off" because he 
disputed the rider's eligibility. 

But after claiming that 
Mildenhall "immediately tried 
to talk sense into them (Cradley) 
but they were not having it," 

Easter now concedes they have 
no evidence to dispute Cradley's 
stance that it did not happen. 

Easter explained: "I was given the 
impression that we asked them, but 
I have since asked around and they 
maintain nothing was done and we 
can't prove it was. 

"I've had long discussions with 
Cradley and our relationship is 
much better than it ever has been. 

"We hold our hands up that the 
mistake was ours and we have to 
deal with it. 

"We will probably have to meet 
to explain our actions and we will 
do that. 

"The long-term viability of the 
club is the most important factor 
and that means regaining trust 
and looking after our supporters, 
riders, staff and sponsors." 

In a further statement released 
yesterday, Easter said: "The 
weekend's sad incidents have 
added nothing to the goodwill of 
Mildenhall, their fans, riders and 
sponsors. 

"In reflection, the whole 
matter should have been handled 
differently, with the overall good 
of the sport very much at the core 
of our decisions. 

"However we have to accept 
that Cradley applied the rules in 
a correct manner, and whatever 
our personal opinions were, 
we should have applied correct 
business principles. 

"We were under the opinion 
that Cradley were asked to re¬ 
consider our decision to call off 
the meeting, this has proven not 
to be the case. 

"Speedway and the overall 
well-being of the league is 
paramount, and Mildenhall will 
now work hard to restore the 
public's faith in our team and the 
sport." 
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
